FLYING  CLOUD 


The  arrival  of  the  replica  of  the  famous  clipper  ship, 
the  Plying  Cloud,  In  Newburyport  In  time  for  Yankee  Homecoming, 
July  31  to  August  7>  1966,  created  a  wave  of  Interest  In  the 
fascinating  maritime  history  of  Newburyport, 

Ship  building  and  maritime  trade  In  this  city  go  back  to 
the  early  17th  century.     In  one  70-year  period  over  100  ships 
were  built.     Newburyport  carried  on  extensive  trade  and  ships 
came  from  Guadaloupe,  Madeira,  Cadiz,  Ireland,  Rotterdam,  Dun- 
kirk, and  Bllboa,  and  from  many  other  exotic  ports. 

Last  year  the  perennial  question  was  asked:  "What  will  be 
the  theme  for  Yankee  Homecoming?"    Fort\inately,  the  Mayor »s 
office  learned  that  Nova  Scotia  craftsmen  had  just  completed 
a  replica  of  the  "Flying  Cloud",  a  clipper  type,  many  of  which 
had  been  launched  from  the  "Port".     The  City  Council  approved 
an  arrangement  to  lease  the  vessel  for  the  two  remaining  summer 
months . 

It  was  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  citizens  that  over 
60,000  persons  paid  admission  to  visit  the  boat  and  the  com- 
munity profited  by  adding  lustre  to  its  great  historic  sea 
faring  image  and  the  venture  produced  a  golden  tide  of  tourist 
dollars. 

Our  visitors'  Interest  did  not  cease  on  viewing  the  Plying 
Cloud.     Thousands  toured  High  Street  and  High  Road,  the  three 
mile  strip  which  some  writers  consider  architecturally  the  most 
Interesting  street  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States. 

Residents  sometime  take  for  granted  the  unique  architectural 
treasures  of  Newburyport  but  were  again  reminded  of  the  national 
interest  in  early  houses  like  the  Tristram  Coffin  House,  Swett- 
Illsley  House,  Short  House,  and  the  Cushing  House. 

While  Newburyport  has  been  unable  to  produce  a  replica  of 
her  own  spectacular  "Dreadnaught" ,  the  famous  Liverpool  packet 
called  the  "wild  boat  of  the  Atlantic",  there  have  been  surveys 
and  many  discussions  concerning  the  feasibility  of  a  permanent 
historical  facility  which  might  comprise  a  ship  replica.  Customs 
House,  and  perhaps  other  structures  of  the  past  which  would  give 
a  dimension  to  Newburyport ' s  economy  by  putting  to  work  locally 
some  fraction  of  an  estimated  500  persons  which  is  the  number 
now  employed  at  Sturbridge  Village,  a  nearby  historic  facility 
which  had  over  a  half  million  visitors  in  I966.

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The  redrafting  of  the  tax  maps  has  progressed  reasonably  well 
considering  the  amount  of  work  involved,  which  is  much  more  than 
was  originally  anticipated. 

The  changing  of  the  scale  on  three  of  the  original  tax  maps  from 
400'  to  100^  to  the  inch  increased  the  number  of  maps  from  80  to  115. 
The  changing  of  the  scale  makes  the  maps  more  workable. 

In  addition  a  completely  new  map  of  the  entire  City  with  zoning  added 
in  color  will  be  posted  in  the  Assessors*  Office  along  with  a  book  of 
the  115  tax  maps  for  public  use.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
and 

Members  of  the  City  Council 
Gentlemen: 

The  gross  expenditures  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year 
1966  were  $842,537.72.    The  gross  receipts  for  1966  totaled  $751,083.94,  leaving 
an  approximate  net  cost  to  the  City  of  Newburyport  of  $91,453.78. 

This  amount  represents  a  $57,817.60  decrease  in  the  net  cost  to  the 
City  of  Newburyport  over  the  preceding  year  of  1965. 

Expenditures  for  recipients  of  Public  Assistance  did  show  a  per  capita 
rise  during  the  year  1966.    This  was  due  to  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  living 
index,  and  this  trend  could  be  expected  to  continue  throughout  the  year  of  1967. 

The  anticipated  decrease  in  the  net  cost  of  Medical  Vendor  payments, 
due  to  the  eligibility  of  our  senior  citizens  in  the  "Medicare"  program,  was  off- 
set by  the  establishment  of  a  Medical  Assistance  program  which  makes  available 
payments  for  medical  services  to  an  increasing  number  of  eligible  recipients. 

The  Board  anticipates  that  the  cost  of  Medical  Vendor  payments  will 
exceed  the  amount  of  assistance  grants  for  the  year  1967.

'"O  THE  BOARD  OP  DIRECTORS  OP  THE  NEWBURYPORT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY: 

During  1966,  the  library  was  open  301  days  with  94,317  books  cir- 
culated for  home  use.     This  represents  a  decrease  of  3,768  books  cir- 
culated as  compared  to  total  book  circulation  in  1965,

Circulation  figures  above  show  only  a  portion  of  the  use  of  the 
library  -  the  books  borrowed  for    home  use,    A  per  capita  circulation 
of  six  books  per  person  in  1966,    In  additloi;i,  innumerable  books, 
pamphlets  and  magazines  were  consulted  in  the  library  by  individuals 
and  students  of  all  ages.

Adult  book  circulation  has  declined  each  year  for  the  past 
several  years.     Increased  employment  has  permitted  some  less  time 
for  reading.    Service  in  the  armed  forces  has  without  doubt  removed 
a  n"umber  of  young  men,  who  would  otherwise  be  using  the  library. 
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•Practle.  Tests  for  the  Armed  Services"  was  one  of  the  books  most 


This  represents  an  effort  to  alleviate  the  crowded  conditions 
of  our  book  shelves,  but  additional  shelving  or  stack  shelving 
space  is  urgently  needed. 

The  Children's  Room  of  the  Main  Library  and  of  the  Emma  L. 
Andrews  Branch  were  used  extensively  in  1966.    Reference  work 
increased  during  the  year,  requiring  the  use  of  many  adult  refer- 
ence works  in  the  Children's  Room  to  furnish  information  for 
upper  grade  assignments.    At  the  same  time,  disciplinary  problems 
Increased,  handicapping  those  youngsters  (happily  in  the  majority) 
who  came  for  the  purpose  of  getting  books  to  read  and  books  needed 
for  home  work  assignments. 

Klbrary  instruction  in  the  use  of  basic  reference  books  and 
the  library  catalog  was  given  by  Miss  Clancy  to  ten  Fifth  Grade 
classes  in  1966. 

During  1966  the  Vacation  Reading  Club  was  called  the  "Astronaut 
Reading  Club".     Over  100  children  signed  up  for  the  club  and  59 
completed  the  reaulremen^ a,  including  children  from  the  Andrews 
Branch  Library.     A  party  was  held  in  their  honor  in  September. 

Book  Week  in  November  was  observed  with  special  book  displays 
and  story  hours. 

National  Library  week  was  observed  in  March  with  special 
exhibits  of  new  books  and  posters  in  a  number  of  store  windows: 
Chase's  Confectionery  Store,  Kray's,  Fray's  and  the  Premier  Furni- 
txire  Store.    During  the  week  the  Librarian  spoke  on  Radio  Station 
W  N  B  P  on  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  and  as  the  guest  of  ths 
Kiwanis  Club.    Miss  Clancy  reviewed  children's  books  for  the  Women 
of  the  Moose  and  was  presented  with  a  book  for  the  Children's  Room, 

In  the  fall,  a  committee  of  the  League  of  Woman  Voters  met 
with  the  librarian  at  the  Library  to  review  its  needs,  resources  and 
future  goals. 

The  reference  department  handled  a  great  variety  of  reference 
questions  in  1966,  but  the  overwhelming  impression,  as  we  look  back 
on  the  year,  was  that  this  was  a  year  in  which  all  ages  were  inter- 
ested in  examining  our  heritage  of  the  past,  as  for  example  Washing- 
ton's visit  to  Newburyport  in  1789,  an  event  which  was  reenacted 
for  Yankee  Homecoming  Week.    A  book  from  the  Library  vault  gave  ths 
18th  century  military  commands  for  the  marching  militia  in  the 
parade  which  accompanied  Washington  to  the  welcoming  committee  on 
the  steps  of  the  Tracy  House,  known  as  the  Public  Library. 

The  presence  of  the  replica  of  the  "Plying  Cloud"  in  the 
waters  of  Newburyport  harbor  set  off  a  great  flurry  of  interest  in 


children.

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all  aspects  of  19th  century  ships  and  shlp-bulldlng  in  Newburyport. 
A  popular  display  on  board  the  "Plying  Cloud"  was  the  Library's 
model  of  the  "Dreadnaught" ,  famous  packet  ship  built  in  Hewburyport 
in  1853.     The  model  had  been  presented  to  the  Library  some  years 
previously  by  its  builder,  Henry  G.  Currier, 

The  Regional  Library  system  became  an  actuality  in  1966  and  the 
Newburyport  Public  Library  a  part  of  it.    During  the  year  252  books 
were  borrowed  as  compared  to  144  in  the  previous  year.    The  Nrwburyport 
Public  Libtary  lent  42  books  or  reels  of  microfilm  in  1966  as  compared 
to  24  in  1965.    Among  the  borrowing  libraries  were  University  of 
California  Library,  Wisconsin  State  Historical  Library,  American 
Antiquarian  Society  in  Worcester  Mass.,  Cornell  University  Llbtaty, 
North  Texas  University  Library,  Texas  A  and  M  University  Library, 
Lakewood  Public  Library  in  California,  Waterboro  Piablic  Library  of 
Maine,  North  Shore  Community  Art  Foundation,  Harvard  University 
Graduate  School  of  Design,  University  of  Florida,  Michigan  State 
University,  East  Lansing  (Michigan)  Public  Library, 

No  major  renovations  were  made  to  the  library  In  1966,  although 
many  innovations,  particularly  along  safety  lines  are  long  overdue. 
The  front  porch  and  pillars  of  the  Library  were  painted. 

We  were  sorry  to  lose,  through  death,  the  Valiiid,  services  of 
Mrs.  Carolyn  Van  Bokkelen,  who  had  served  as  a  library  substitute 
for  several  years. 

Two  assistants  were  appointed  to  the  staff  in  1966  -  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Noury  and  Mrs,  Gladys  Stevens. 

The  Librarian  is  most  grateful  to  each  Library  Director  and 
each  member  of  the  Library  Staff  for  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation 
shown  in  the  busy  year  just  passed.

Herewith  submitted  is  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1966  of 
the  City  Solicitor. 

Many  highway  and  sidewalk  defect  claims  and  suits,  and  workmen's 
compensation  cases  and  claims  for  injuries  wherein  city  employees 
were  involved  have  been  processed  by  this  department. 

Board  of  Public  Welfare,  -  have  had  numerous  conferences  with 
members  of  the  department,  attended  to  correspondence  in  many  of 
the  cases,  attended  court  to  prosecute  matters  and  have  conferred 
with  attorneys  wherein  settlements  have  been  arrived  at. 

Letters  of opinion  have  been  forwarded  to  the  School  Department, 
City  Clerk,  Public  Library  and  Housing  authority.  Correspondence 
has  been  had  with  attorneys  for  estate  of  Charlotte  Dickens  re 
bequest  to  Newburyport  Puljlic  Library. 

Checked  contracts  and  conferred  on  matters  with  the  Water 
Commissioners'  department. 

Board  of  Health  department,  -  suit  brought  and  attendance  at 
court,  conferences  with  officials  of  department,  opinions  and 
letters  submitted  on  various  matters. 

Processed  several  tax  foreclosure  matters  to  conclusion. 

City  deeds  have  been  prepared  and  executed  in  several  instances. 

On  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  have  had 
conferences  and  attended  meetings  of  officials  with  relation  to 
procedures . 

In  the  matter  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Old  Newbury  et  ali 
vs.  Members  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  of  City  of  Newburyport  et  ali, 
brought  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Essex  County,  prepared  answer, 
checked  pleadings  and  conferred  with  attorneys  thereon.
